comes so early this year. 
Easter, the festival of the resurrec­ 
tion of the 
Lord, or the 
Christian 
Passover, which 
was 
celebrated 
by 
the ancient Saxons in the spring, and 
for which the early missionaries sub­ 
stituted the Christian festival, accord­ 
ing to the Mosaic law, the Passover 
among the Jews, was celebrated on 
the 
14th day 
of 
March. 
But 
the 
early Christians differed in regard to 
the time of celebrating Easter. The 
churches in the west, taught, as they 
declared, by Saint Philip and Saint 
Paul, observed the nearest Sunday to 
the full moon of Nisan, without tak­ 
ing account of the day on which the 
Passover was celebrated. 
Th e Asiatic 
churches, on the other hand, in ac­ 
cordance, as they said, with the tra­ 
dition derived from Saint John, adopt­ 
ed the 14th day of Nisan as the day 
of the 
Crucifixion 
and 
celebrated 
Easter on the third day following, 
whatever day of the week that might 
be. 
A dispute on this point in course 
of time became serious, while neither 
side was able to convince or con­ 
vert 
the 
other. 
Victor, 
bishop 
of 
Rome, having finally been appealed 
to, required all the Asiatic bishops to 
conform to the rule of the western 
church. 
This caused great disorder 
among the people of 
the 
eastern 
churches, who refused to obey V i c ­ 
tor’s order, and it was then finally 
agreed that they continue in their old 
custom. 
Matters continued 
in 
this 
way until the time of Constantine, 
who had the subject brought up be­ 
fore the council of Nice in 325 A. D. 
Here the question was fully discussed, 
and finally settled for 
the 
whole 
church, by adopting the rule which 
makes Easter day to be always the 
first Sunday after 
the 
full 
moon 
which occurs upon or 
next 
after 
March 21st, and if the full moon hap­ 
pens on a Sunday, Easter day is the 
Sunday after. 
Accordingly, the earliest date upon 
which Easter may be held is March 
22nd, and the latest date April 25th.
